nies That He Asked for Supplications and 


Says Patient Is Not Getting Better.

NEW YORK. Feb. 7.—'‘Winifred 
Hyslop is better. She will 


Our prayers have prevailed.” 

This was the whisper that pervaded 
the meeting of the First Association of 
Spiritualists of New York in Lincoln 
Square Arcade Hall yesterday after- 
noon. On Friday the prayers of the con- 
gregation had been requested at a regu- 
lar meeting of the association at the 
home of Mrs. E. Monroe Hand, 324 West 
Seventy-sixth street, by “a very dear 
friend of Miss Winifred Hyslop.”’ 

There is a decided difference of opin- 
ion as to who requested the prayers 
and there is a still more decided differ- 
ence of,opinion as to whose prayers 
have been answered, 

Members of the First. Association of 
Spiritualists, having prayed at the home 
of Mrs. Hand and at their own homes, 
thought they were doing so at the re- 
quest of the wife of Dr. Titus Bull, the 
family doctor, and naturally thought 
that if Miss Winifred Hyslop was re- 
covering from typhoid fever thé prayers 
they made to their departed friends, 
who in turn interceded at the court of 
heaven, must have wrought the mira- 
cle. 

The spiritualists are especially inter- 
ested in the case because Prof. Hyslop, 
who is making a study of psychical 
phenomena, hight, they argue, be con- 
vinced of spiritualism if the prayers of 
the sect saved his own daughter. 

Family Did Not Ask for Prayers. 

“We did not ask for the prayers of 
the First Association Spiritualists,” said 
@ woman who talked with a reporter at 
the home of Prof. Hyslop, ‘“‘and are not 
especially interested to hear they were 
offered, though of ceurse it was kind of 
anyone to pray for our little gir,  . 

“Prof. Hyslop has so many times made 
cledr his position on the subject of spir- 
itualism, it seems useless-to speak of 
it again. But I might say that the fact 
that he studies psychical omena 
does. not prove he is a spiritualist or 
that he is interested in the cult to the 
point of using the case of his own 
daughter to prove to himself whether 
prayers of spiritualists would be an- 
swered. 

*T am a member of the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church and offered up 
prayers and so did we al! here. I think 
our prayers would be heard just as 
quickly as those of anyone else.’’

The connecting of 
myself or my wife with the investiga- 
tion of any spiritual phenomena was 
entirely unwarranted. 

‘The fact that I am Dr. Hyslop’s fam- 
ily physician does not prove that 
l am interested in the same men- 
tal pursuits that he is. I am _ not 
a student of psychical phenomena 
any more than the subject goes with 
general medicine, which isn’t very much. 
I have never practiced hypnotism, for 
instance.”’ | 

Dr. Bull’s wife has been’ represented 
as a spiritualist and medium of pro- 
nounced powers, but of this Dr. Bull 
says: 

‘My wife has never been in a trance 
or anything like one. She has never 
had ‘reveries.’ She is just a normal, 
sensible woman, interested in her house- 
hold affairs. She doesn’t belong to any 
society whatever. ¢It was not she who 
asked for prayers for this child. Cer- 
tainly I, a practicing physician, did 


not.”

One Per Cent Levy on -In- 
comes Subject of Organ- 
ized Protest. 


Federal “Revenue Collector Allen was 
notified by the Washington authorities 


Monday that all corporations subject to 
a tax of one per cent of their net in- 
comes above $5000 must submit their 
returns to his department for the ¢alen- 
dar year.1909, on or before March 1. 
Failure to comply with this provision 
of the new law, Mr. Allen says, will 
make the offending corporation llable to 
a fine of from $1000 to $10,000. 

It appears that a great many business 
men were under the impression that 
these returns may be made within any 
reasonable time before the tax is paid. 

Blank forms for making the returns 
can be obtained at the internal revenue 
office on the second floor of the Fed=ral 
building. 


Tax Will Be Contested. 

Under the new law, St. Louis corpora- 
tions, according to conservative esti- 
mates, will be required to pay into the 
Federal sgn sae an additional $700,000 a 
year. 

Many corporations here and through- 
out the country have indicated an in- 
tention to contest the law on the ground 
that it is unconstitutional and imposes 
double taxation. Such litigation, how- 
ever, will in no wise affect, the Federal 
officials say, the enforcement of the law 
with respect to making returns within 
the prescribed time limit. 

It is not probable, they say, that Uncle 
Sam will levy the tax against any cor- 
poration until legal proceedings, if any 
are filed, are disposed of in the courts.

Body Kept Frozen.

We then strapped 
the casket up, put it in the ambulance 
and took it up to the retaining room 
in Independence. We locked it up 
and left it there until the next morn- 
ing when we unpacked it and put it 
on the cooling board for the doctors.

Caskct Opened Once.

Contractor in Germantown, 
ill., Finds Path of Reformer 
Is Rocky. 


An alleged persecution of two years, 
including boycotts, ostracism, “Black 
Hand” threats and endless litigation, 
has been visited upon Theodore Apke, 4 
contractor and builder of Germantown, 
Ill., to avenge, he charges, his activity 
in behalf of legal regulation of the 
saloons of Clinton County. Even his 
wife has been made to suffer, he says, 
through insults on the street and prose- 
cution in the courts on various accusa- 
tions. 

Clinton County is a mining center, in- 
habited mostly by Americans and Ger- 
mans. Every day, and especially on 
Suniays, he declares, the lid is off. 

The contractor-reformer brought suits, 
as any citizen may do under the IIli- 
nois statutes, against several tapsters, 
who pleaded guilty and paid their fines. 
Then, he says, a crusade of retaliation 
was begun, which went to the length of 
preventing him and his son ‘rom get- 
ting work for the last two years, and of 
threats to poison the whole family by 
drugging their well. In the feud, Apke 
has been loyally supported by ‘his wife, 
Mrs. Lena Apke, and their son, John, 22 
years old. 

Received Threatening Letter. 

In prosecuting the suits which he 
brought for the enforcement of Illinois 
laws prohibiting selling of liquor on 
Sunday or to minors and drunkards, 
Apke had to appear in the Circuit Court 
at Carlyle, the seat of Clinton County. 
After one such visit, he says he re- 
ceived the following letter: 

I like to give you notice that you 
better stay away rrom Carlyle and 
quit your d——n prosecutions. If 
you go there again you might get 
killed, because I got a ‘42”’ laying 
ready for you. You better stay at 
home or you might smell one of them 
pills the first tirme you go there. 
- You ‘ain’t the only guy, and that’s 
got to be stopped. You are nothing 
but one old fool, anyhow. Long 
death but not forgotten. Look out! 

A CITIZEN OF GERMANTOWN. 
Apke continued to enter complaints 

to the State’s Attorney, and other sa- 
loon keepers were fined for Sunday 
selling and serving minors. Soon after- 
wards he received this letter: 

I like to let you know that I feel 
fine and hope the same for you, but 
if you go to Carlyle again you won't 
live much longer and your whole 
family will get it. I drop some 
poison in your well and that settles 
the whole dirty work. (A string of 
oaths is expurgated here.) This is 
the last warning you get. You must 
not think you can bluff this whole 
town, not by a d——n sight.

Apke says he has found the senti- 
ment so strong against him that he 
has been obliged to come to St. Louis 
and employ Attorneys George E. Mix 
and John H. Sears to defend him. 

Ostracised by Residents. 

He has been unable, he says, to en- 
gage a physician to treat himself or 
any member of his family. No one 
will. sell him coal in Germantown, and 
he is compelled to buy his fuel at 
Breeze, the nearest village. Only the 
grocer and the bank will do business 
with him, he says, and he has been 
unable to get a single building con- 
tract for more than a year. But he 
says he has lived in Germantown 30 
years, does not owe a debt and has a 
comfortable account in the bank. 

The first move of certain saloon men, 
he says, was to cause his arrest on a 
charge of fighting in a saloon. Apke 
is not opposed to orderly saloons and 
is fond of his glass of beer. Several 
men, he charges, embroiled him in an 
argument about Sunday closing and, 
when he had expressed his opinion, as- 
saulted him. He was arrested for dis- 
turbance of the peace, could persuade 
none of the witnesses, he complains, to 
testify for him, and was fined. 

Soon afterwards one of his neighbors, 
Miss Mary Stacey, caused his arrest on 
the charge of throwing a brick at her. 
Apke says that at the time the attack 
is said to have been made he was sitting 
péeacably on his front stoop with his 
family. He was again fined. His St. 
Louis counsel obtained a stay and an 
appeal is now pending in the Carlyle 
Circuit Court. 

Man and Wite Arrested. 

Clemens »Mueller of Clinton, ‘whom 
Apke sued and from whom he obtained 
a confession of judgment, is suing him 
in return, alleging that he obtained the 
admission of debt at the point of a re- 
volver. This Apke denies. 

Last Tuesday Apke and his wife were 
tried at Carlyle on a charge of resisting 
an officer. A consta»vle went to his 
home to arrest him on Miss Stacey's 
charge, and declared that Mrs. Apke 
interfered with him when he attempted 
to draw his revolver to force Apke to 
accompany him. Apke was fined, but 
his wife was acquitted. 

Immediately a suit was brought in 
Mrs. Apke’s ‘behalf against the con- 
stable, J. W. Peters, and his bondsmen, 
among whom are Prosecuting Attorney 
Murray of Clinton County and H. J. C. 
Beckmeyer, a member of the Illinois 
Legislature. Damages of $5000 are asked 
on the charge that Peters threatened 
Mrs. Apke with a revolver. This suit 
will be tried in June.

As the institution is overcrowded with 
bona fide patients, Supt. Kirchner has 
ordered the reception room internes to 
refuse admittance to any person who, 
after a careful examination, proves to 
have no sympiom of illness. 

The king of the malingerers, the doc- 
tors say, is Thomas Golden, 40 years old 
and without a home. He applied at the 
hospital Sunday, gasping and shaking 
as if in agony. The physicians asked 
him what ailed him, and he said, in 
dispairing tones: 

“IT believe I have malaria.’’ 

‘This is an unusual time of the year 
to have malaria,’’ objected a sénior. 

“Maybe it’s typhoid,” suggested 
Golden. “Anyhow, I feel terrible.” 

He was sent to a ward, where he 
struck up acquaintance with a patient 
convalescent from appendicitis. A nurse 
heard Golden inquiring circumstantlally 
concerning the symptoms of the disease.

RUIZ'S CHUM, 
SPURNED BY MAN, 
TAKES. POISON

“Florence Schenck Wilson, the beau- 
tiful Virginia girl who eloped four years 
ago with Charles H. Wilson, manager 
of Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s stable, at- 


tempted to kill herself Friday night in 
a”° West End hotel by taking choral. She 
Was saved from déath only by an over- 
dose, but is not yet out of danger. She 
is under the care of doctors and trained 
nurses, who will not permit anyone to 
see her, and who will not say until to- 
morrow whether she will live. 

“She is only 22 years old, but she has 
played the game of life as few women 
have. Even if she lives, the game for 
her is about over. Her husband has 
deserted her and she is penniless. She 
came to London to find him and was 
unsuccessful. She appealed to Alfred 
Vanderbilt and was repulsed. 

“Turned out of the Metropole Hotel 
because she could not pay her bill, she 
sought the hotel where she now is and 
took the drug after writing a long let- 
ter to Wilson, in which she said: 

“I’ve no one but you to turn to, All 
the world is against me. Failing to 
hear from you by, tomorrow I will let 
the lights go out and in the dark will 
be heart for you. (Signed) Loss,” 

“Loss” is a pet name, derived from 

“Mioss’ or ‘“Fiossie’ and given to 
Florence Schenck by Wilson. 
“The death of Mrs. Ruiz, who com- 
mitted suicide here last May, preyed on 
the young woman’s mind and she was 
very despondent. Added to that was 
the allegation of Wilson's attorneys that 
she was not his wife, az he had not been 
divorced from a former wife when he 
married her. She was the only person 
in the room with Mrs, Ruiz when the 
latter ended her life, and since that 
time she has quarreled frequently with 
Alfred Vanderbilt. The final quarrel 
came a few days ago, when she asked 
him to aid her in finding Wilson and 
he is said to have refused. 

“Finally she retained Solicitor John 
B. Enever of Broad House to bring suit 
for a restoration of her conjugal rights 
and suppcrt. Her actions became so 
erratic, however, that Enever dropped 
the sult. He was unable to find Wilson 
and does not believe te is in London, 
“When she went to Enever she placed 
her certificate of her marriage to WiIl- 
son in his hands. It was recorded at 
Somerset House two years ago and bore 
the name of he a xsd Surratt as witness, 

that Wilson al- 
sot invalid. It was 
when she learned.of this assertion that 
the woman who had believed she was 
his wife became despondent. With no 
money, no name and no friends, life 
held little for her, and, after 
the letter, she took chloral as the qu 
est way of ending her troubles,”

For Cleveland Moffett, in his concep- 
tion of the character of John J. Hag- 
gleton, and Wilton Lackaye, in his por- 
trayal of that character, show no hesi- 
tancy in making the issue plain and 
paramount. 

“Sell all that thou hast and give it 
to the poor, and follow Me,” said Jesus 
to the rich young man who, in the story 
told in Holy Writ, asked the Master 
what he must do to be saved. 

“Keep all that thou hast, and hold it 
from the poor, and follow me,” says 
John J. Haggleton to his son in the 
siums—and the dire tragedy of ,Mr. 
Moffett’s play is that the son surren- 
ders his soul _to this teaching of his 
father and becomes even as is that fa- 
ther. 

This may not be denied as the ultimate 
logic of “The Battle’ in its final 
analysis, for, althoigh John J. Haggle- 
ton proposes in the play’s closing mo- 
ments to establish a fund of $10,000,000 
for the helping of the poor—provided 
those who would help the poor convince 
him that this may be done without 
pauperizing the poor—the proposition is 
made to take on the aspect of a stu- 
pendously grim and flinty-hearted jest. 

The very ‘moment after the offer is 
made, the three persons named as the 
fund's custodians are in a deplorable 
wrangle as to their course of helpful 
procedure. And, as the last curtain 
falls, John J. Haggleton, taking the 


self explaining his uwn plans for the 
betterment of existing conditions, an 
evil smile of triumph on his face, the 
joy of old sentiment-hating Gradgrind in 
his heart. 


It’s a depressing farewell picture—ayd 
how ignoble are made to appear Gentle, 
the : laborer-philanthropist: Philip Hag- 
gleton, the slum-pitying son of the mul- 
timillionaire, and Margaret Lawrence, 
daughter of a weaker man crushed in 
business by old Haggleton, these three 
who seemed so sincerely noble and high- 
minded at the play’s outset! 

You don’t hear John J. Haggleton’s 
plan for uplifting the poor, but his only 
course in the slums to which he de- 
scended for the purpose of reclaiming 
his son had been to appeal to the hu- 
man selfishness of the poor and to set 
them one against the other in their 
suddenly aroused greed for gold. You 
feel, rightly, therefore, that the plan 
will be honeycombed with cynicism and 
made inoperative by its originator’s con- 
tempt for all men who lack the money- 
making power and the willingness to 
rise in the world by knocking others 
down and standing on their bodies. 

“It's Nature’s inflexible and immuta- 
ble law of the survival of the fittest,’’ 
says old John J., who calmly confesses 
at a certain moment that one of his 
own commercial cri:mnes, as belonging to 
the class of -“‘the fittest,” was to burn 
the oil refinery of a business rival who 
was getting the better of him in legiti- 
mate’ competition. ‘Nature herself has 


}no mercy on ‘the weak. Her controlling 


plan is to develop the strong, to make 
the human race stronger by killing off 
the weak-—it is for this purpose that 
poverty, among other things, was insti- 
tuted.” 

Then, blasphemously and untruthfully, 
he cries, ‘‘Why should I help the poor, 
who won’t help themselves? God Him- 
self doesn't help them!” 

And it is to this creed that Gentile and 
Philip and Margaret plainly surrender 
in the drama’s last moments, they who 
were so splendidly unselfish and helpful 
at its opening, with old John J. Hag- 
gleton chuckling in the spotlight as, un- 
deniably, they confess to him that he 
right and they are wrong.

“MISS INNOCENCE” AT OLYMPIC. 


(4 My . INNOCENCE” is mis- 
named. It might more prop- 
erly be called ‘‘Misapprehen- 

sion” or ‘‘Misconstruction.” It is an un- 

happy combination of music and smut— 
of beauty and suggestiveness. There are 
enough suggestive and coarse jokes to 
make the play a success on the broader 
burlesque “‘men only” circuit. There 
was enough reckless abandon by the 
women-of the chorus and ballet to draw 
forth vociferous cheers from the mas- 
culine contingent of last night's large 

Olympic audience. 

In the opening act almost every scene 
and situation is accentuated by some re- 
mark that is offensive to decency—and 
the pity of it all is that it is entirely 
unnecessary to the play’s success. The 
music would stand alone without 
brazenness—the ehorus is exceptionally 
attractive and needs no suggestion of 
immodesty or indecency to insure an ap- 
preciative audience—the situations and 
book of the play could be made more 
acceptable and pleasing by the elimina- 
tion of the too-frequent occurrence of 
smuttiness that cannot help but bring 
a blush to the modest women of the 
audience. There are lines you would 
not care to have yuur wife, sister or 
sweetheart hear. There are jokes—al- 
leged jokes—you could not repeat in par- 
lor or drawing room. It is such materiai 
that supplies the ammunition for the 
fight against the stage. And to me 
it seems a pity to cripple art with such 
offensiveness. 

Surely such song nufhbers as ‘‘By the 
Light of the’ Silver spoon *“Yankiana 
Rag,” “I Wonder Whhat’s the Matter 
With My Eyes,” “My Cousin Caruso’”’ 
and “‘\.e Two in an Aeroplane” need no 
apology or offensive assistance to make 
them enjoyable to any audience. The 
beautiful L’Abbaye Montmarte of the 
first act, with its brilliant lights and 
gorgeously costumed women; the aero- 
plane scene of the second act, showing 
Paris at night, and the dainty Land of 
Peach Blossoms closing the final scene, 
should not be marred by coarse lan- 
guage or brazenness. And the chorus 
and principals need nothing but the pure 
and legitimate comedy to make their 
talents known. It is a slap in the face 
of art and decency to havesuch beauti- 
ul scenes and talented people make such 
a strong appeal to the lower and baser 
passions.

“THE KISSING GIRL” AT CENTURY. 
URING the kaleidoscopic exhibi- 
[) tion of Bohemian folk-costumes 
- Sunday night at the Century 
Theater, the demonstrators, by some in- 
advertence, lapsed once into a moment 
o. comedy. But this was the only blem- 
ish of the kind upon an evening other- 
wise consistently sartorial. 

The occasion for the array of glitter- 
ing uniforms and vari-colored dresses of 
peasant girls was the first St. Louis pro- 
duction of “The Kissing Girl,’’ a three- 
act operetta, with Miss Amelia Stone in 
the title role.

THE POLICE RELIEF SCANDAL. 
The shortage in the Police Relief Association 


| is not a police seandal only; it is if anything a 
crime to be investigated by the grand jury. 
Should thé evidence justify prosecutions they 
should be instituted, not by special counsel em- 
ployed by police officers but by the Circuit At- 
torney for the State. 

To the present time the looting of the asso- 
ciation’s treasury has been treated as a matter 
for police investigation and action alone, Its ef- 
fect_on public offices has been the principal point 
of interest. The whole department has been stirred 
and demoralized by rumors of contemplated dis- 
missals and changes in theforce. For weeks the 
attention of the heads of the departments has 
been centered on the developments of the private 
inquiry into the association’s business. Discip- 
line, order, efficiency must rapidly disappear un- 
der the influence of these charges and rumors 
growing out of a special. and secret investigation. 

The whole scandal should be turned over to 
the Criminal Court. The new grand jury about 
to begin its labors should undertake a thor- 
ough inquiry into the charges. It should ex- 
amine the books and all the available evidence 
of crime and bring indictments against every 
man who is implicated by the facts. The way to 
punish the guilty and vindicate the innocent is 
through criminal prosecution by process of law. 

Only officers who are guilty of crime or of 
improper cenduct should be punished by the 
Police Board. The facts, the determination of 
guilt, the evidence of impropriety of conduct can 
only be determined by legal processes. The 
Police Board is handicapped in its investigation 
which is necessarily superficial and ex parte. Its 
powers as a court of inquiry are limited. The 
continued handling of the charges as a police 
matter with the manufacture of suspicions, ru- 
mors and charges of political and personal pur- 
poses will soon become as great a scandal as 
the original offense. Let us have the atmosphere 
cleared by legal action. 
protect the force by suspending those whose 
guilt is indicated by the evidence, until they have 
a fair trial. Meanwhile the energies of the force 
should be drawn away from turmoil .of in- 
ternal dissensions and recriminations and di- 
rected again to the proper business of the de- 
partment—the protection of the city from crim- 
inals outside oi the department,

Los 
Angeles transforms herself into a seaport and 
adds some 30,000 to her population by incorpor- 
ating San Pedro 20 miles away. Oakland reaches 
out for B2rkeley to the North and for Alameda 
on the South to make a city about 15 miles long 
with. a population more than three times that of 
a decade ago. Portland aims to incorporate a 
whole county within her limits. Tacoma re- 
cently added 102 square miles to its former 137, 
making in point of area the largest city in the 
Union with the exception of New York. Seattle 
and San Francisco are yet to be heard from; 
but the one is planning to annex Oakland and 
everything else around the bay, while the othe 
doubtless has designs on Tacoma’s wide leagues, 
and dreams of herself as the great municipal 
anaconda of the itlimitable Northwest.

turing district,” including an area beyond its mu- 
nicipal limits. 

As a manufacturing center, St. Louis is thus given 
206 square miles as its industrial territory on both 
sides the Mississippi River. In the same way “In- 
dustrial Boston” is now made officially to cover 502 
Square miles. : 

Within the limits of Industria] St. Louis, thus con- 
sidered, is coal enough to make it the greatest manu- 
facturing city of the country. It is the only city in 
the country which has this great natural advantage. 
New York has the ocean. Chicago, Cleveland and 
Detroit have the lakes. No othér industrial city has 
its own coal supply, ingxhaustible, within its own in- 
dustrial limits. 

As a result of this, it ought to be impossible to 
prevent coal from being much cheaper in all parts 
of Industrial St. Louis than it is in any other great 
industrial city. It has not. been prevented wholly. 
Though a rate may be fixed on St. Louis coal move- 
ment to protect other cities, coal is still cheaper in 
St. Louis than in cities which depend for it on a 
long haul, even by water. The coal of St. Louls, as 
Industrial St. Louis, laid down on official maps Is- 
sued last year by the United States Census Bureau, 
is inside the limits of Industrial St. Louis. It is St. 
Louis coal. The only question this leaves inside the 
limits thus set, is of the rates for its delivery to dif- 
ferent parts of this industrial district of St. Louis. 

Outsidé, the question to be decided by facts is 
whether the rate St. Louis pays on its own coal 
movement inside this district is fixed on general prin- 
ciples or any other principles through which in pay- 
ing for its own coal movement for its own purposes, 
St. Louis is helping to pay for the delivery of its own 
coal to other cities so as to protect them against its 
own natural advantage. 

If so, it is then helping to pay for the delivery of 
its own greatest ratural advantage for production to 
those who have no such natural advantage. 

The general standard for measuring in deciding 
this is given by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. It shows that on all the railroads of the 
country for everything from silks and laces to coal, 
the average charge for moving a ton of freight one 
mile has been about three-quarters of 1 cent during 
the past 10 years: It varies at the rate of a mill and 
a fraction of a mill a mile from year to year. Three- 
quarters of a cent for moving one ton, one mile, {is 
the standard for measuring the movement of alli 
kinds of freight im all parts of the country on all 
roads as officially reported. 

It is also officially reported that at this average 
charge of three-quarters @f a cent for moving one 
ton one mile, the average length of the hau] ig 131.’ 
miles for comparison with a St. Louis ‘100-mile” or 
other short-haul limit. If this average ton ig com- 
posed of everything from silks and laces to coal, with 
the coal giving the bulk of the tonnage, it ought to 
follow that the average cost of moving a 
ton of coal from any point inside the St. Louls 
industrial district to any other point of the 
district will always be far below the general average. 

From the mines at Mount Olive, the movement into 
St. Louis across the bridge costs 52 cents a ton, or 
$2 cents a ton to East St. Louis, 41 miles. From Troy 
into St. Louis it costs 62 cents a ton, or 82 cents a 
ton to East St. Louis, 19 miles. From Trenton into 
St. Louis, it costs 52 cents a ton, or 32 cents a ton to 
East St. Louls, 2 miles.. From. Collinsville it 
costs 32 cents a ton to East St. Louis, 11 miles, and & 
cents a ton into St. Louls. 

Adding two miles to the Collinsville distance, 
the movement on coal into St. Louis proper costs 
4 cents a ton a mile. This is on coal alone, against 
the average for the United States of three-quar. 
ters of a cent a ton for the whole country on ev- 
erything from coal to silks and laces. The case 
here is extreme, but cut the extreme in half, cut 
it down again and then apply the three-quarters 
of a cent standard of measuring. Many other 
things will have to be considered afterward, but 
this will be Point Neo. 1 im finding how far St. 
Louis is helping to pay for the delivery of St. 
Louis coal to other places. Or, in other words, to 
protect them against its own greatest natural ad- 
vantage.

Bender Explains te Jones. 
OHNNY BENDER, the St. Louis 
J U.’s coach, takes exception to Tad

dency to build up an attack at the ex- 
pense.of the defense of the team. There 
is an axiom in football which says that 
the “best defense of a team is a strong 
attack,” Jones says this should be re- 
versed.
